To the Legislature of the State of New York, and the Board of 
Supervisors of the County of New York : 

The Commissioners of Public Charities and Cor- 
rection, in conformity with the the law creating the 
Department, have the honor to submit the following 

REPORT 

of their labors for the past year. 

It will be seen, upon an examination of the details 
of the receipts and expenditures of the Department, 
that, notwithstanding the very formidable increase in 
the cost of all articles of consumption, and the addi- 
tional sums necessarily paid for services to carry on 
the affairs of the Institutions, the exercise of strict 
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the midst of similar administrations, and in the imme- 
diate vicinity of extraordinary and extravagant expendi- 
tures, to withstand the importunity of individual and 
combined eflforts to increase the amount of expenditure, 
under a hope and expectation of popular favor and 
consideration. 

Tear after year we have endeavored to urge upon 
the consideration of our fellow-citizens, as well as the 
authorities for the State and City, objects of great 
public importamce, tending to the amelioration of the 
condition of the poor, the more just and proper cor- 
rection of the criminal, the more humane treatment 
demanded by the lunatic, and the comfort and happi- 
ness of the aged, the decrepid, and the unfortunate, 
not forgetting those who have, through indulgences 
reaching even to statute criminality, thrown themselves 
upon the care, support^ and benevolence of our Insti- 
tutions. 

In the performance of our duties it is no more than 
right fbj US to continue to call the attention of the re- 
spective depositories of power throughout the State to 
the views which have grown out of our experience, and 
which have been heretofore repeatedly expressed, and 

e trust that those authorities will see the^ necessity as 

1 as the propriety of acting upon these suggestions. 

.. 
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Tiie fact, to which we refer in no partisan or proscrip- 
tive spirit, that of the persons who become inmates of the 
Institutions under our charge, 80 per cent, are of foreign 
birth, unaccustomed to our political and social system, 
is one of sufficient importance to attract the attention 
and receive the consideration of all those who believe 
that the laws which define the duties and responsi- 
bilities of diflerent public officers, should be strictly 
obeyed in spirit and in letter. 

It should not be forgotten that this Board is charged 
with* the care of the poor, the infirm, and the criminals 
of the County of New York only. For the care and 
protection of the immigrants who throng to our great 
city from Europe, the State has provided by the estab- 
lishment of a Board of Commissioners, which possesses 
ample powers, and controls means raised by a tax on 
the immigrant, sufficient to enable it to fully provide for 
his wants, and to throw him, otherwise than as a crimi- 
nal, upon the care of this Commission, should be an 
unfrequent occurrence, yet a very large proportion as 
has been shown of the subjects of its care are of the 
immigrant class, who could and should be cared for 
by the State Board, which is so fully endowed for the 
purpose. ^ 

The Commissioners of Charities and Correction have 
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never hesitated nor neglected to provide for the immi- 
grant, when thrown upon their protection; but duty 
alike to the County of New York, and to the immigrant, 
demands that for the wants and needs of the latter, 
the State Board of Emigration Commissioners should 
provide, and the County be saved the large expense 
now incurred. 

It will appear by our records that the claims made 
by this Department upon the Commissioners of Emi- 
gration, for reimbursement of moneys expended in 
supporting immigrants who found an asylum in these 
Institutions during the period in which they were 
entitled to support by the Commissioners of Emigra- 
tion, have been decided in our favor by the Referee; 
thus rescuing, through tedious, vexatious and expen- 
sive litigation, the sum of $18,322 y^ on the first suit, 
with interest on specific amounts from May 1, 1854, with 
costs of action, and finally settling a principle which this 
Commission has contended for through many years ; and 
which, if jastly and fairly carried out, would entitle the 
City and County of New York to the repayment of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. It will be borne in 
mind, in this connection, that gradually, from the earliest 
period of the organization of the Board of Commissioners 
of Emigration, step by step, through one Legislature 
after another, under the most persistent and deter- 
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mined action, this Department has been made to 
perform many of the duties, and especially those of 
the most unpleasant character, which were included in 
the obligations of that Commission. 

They have compelled this Department to receive all 
their patients suffering from Small Pox and Ship Fever, 
thef eby creating a pestilential atmosphere around our 
own sick and helpless patients, in the Hospitals which 
they are justly entitled to occupy without being in 
volved in the dangers of personal contact with such 
dread companions. We trust that the time is not far 
distant when the poor and unfortunate of our own city 
and our own county may have the privilege of enjoying 
what there is of life and protection and comfort without 
being made the companions of immigrants suffering 
from loathsome and pestilential diseases ; and more es- 
pecially as the latter, under the spirit and philanthropy 
of laws made for their special protection, are entitled 
to be treated by the Emigrant Commissioners in a 
manner becoming a civilized and generous community, 
without endangering the lives and health of others. 

In our previous recommendations we have deemed 
it proper to set forth our views in reference to the 
establishment of an Asylum for Inebriates, also for 
the extension of the Hospital and the Medical Depart- 
ment of Bellevue Hospital, as well as additional build- 
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ings for the care and protection of those afflicted with 
Ship Fever and other contagious diseases. While we 
have a fall conviction of the necessity of carrying out 
those views, we feel also that it is our duty, under 
the existing condition of the country, its heavy ex- 
penditures, as well as the bounteous provision made 
by the U. S. Government for the protection and 
care of the soldier and his family, to proceed with 
great care, and make every possible effort to expend 
the money of our citizens with economy, in view of the 
present extraordinary and unprecedented state of affairs. 

The immense provision for hospital accommodation 
by the United States, it is gratifying to know, is fully up 
to the demands of the country upon that charity. Our 
hope and expectation is, that but a short period will 
elapse before we will be relieved from many of the 
expenditures which war has entailed upon us. 

In reference to the establishment of an 

INEBRIATE ASYLUM, 

we feel that it is a project of great moment to the wel- 
fare of a dass who are made wretched by the improper 
use of intoxicating beverages. 

No Institution of this sort, yet established, has suf- 
ficiently advanced in its government and usefulness 
V) enable us to judge to what extent it may be proper 
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for this Commission to venture. We hope, by means 
of this Asylum, to eiFect the restoration to usefulness 
of a large class of persons, who, through excessive in- 
dulgence, have been rendered useless to society, placed 
without the pale of confidence and respect, and have 
brought sorrow and disgrace upon those with whom 
they are connected. 

With this view the Commissioners have obtained 
plans for the building of an edifice upon Ward's Island, 
which, while it is sufficiently large to test, in all points, 
the value of such a provision, can be easily extended to 
embrace the full requirements of the city for a long 
time to come. 

The building in contemplation at Bellevue Hospital ' 
is intended to aftbrd all the necessary provision for the 
accommodation of the increasing demand of the city 
for a Dead House, for legal examinations, post-mortem 
investigations, coroners' juries, and accommodations for 
medical and surgical relief to Out-Door Poor, and all 
the varied requirements of an institution of that sort ; 
besides furnishing the necessary room and accommo- 
dation for the use of the Bellevue Hospital College — 
an institution united by common interests and a per- 
fectly good understanding with the welfare of the In- 
stitutions in charge of this commission, and already 



kaowQ throughout the country as by far the most 
important inetitution of its kind on this continent. 

In this connection it may be well to state, that 
during the last year we have had an unprecedented in- 
crease in the number of gjatients auftering from Small 
Pox, Ship Fever, and other virulent diseases, requiring 
us to furnish additional buildings and tents, besides the 
additional requisite attendance from medical men, 
nurses, and all the paraphernalia of hospital service. 
This has entailed not only a large additional expendi- 
ture of money, but has caused an unexampled mor- 
tality among our employees, including the clergy, the 
physicians, officers, nurses and others, who, while in the 
discharge of their duties, have tallen victims to these 
dreadful maladies. Our statistics touching the treat- 
ment of Fever, we think, will exhibit points of deep 
interest to medical men. They prove conclusively 
that not only a great saving of life, but also a great 
reduction in the use of alcoholic stimulants, has been 
effected by the treatment adopted. 

The history of the Institutions for detention, con- 
nected with this department, is one of deep interest 
to those who feel a regard for the unfortunate, and 
desire to use the benefit of experience in the future 
government of the inmates. 




The Penitentiary, Work House and auxiliary Insti- 
tutions, present a subject of deep interest to those 
who have been in the habit, as we have, of daily 
intercourse with persons who are passed from our 
Police Department into the hands of the Commission- 
ers for punishment and safe keeping. They will 
observe the singular feature of a changing population, 
passing from one institution to another, which does not 
separate them as far as it is generally supposed. Kept 
apart and classified as they are only by different 
grades and conditions of criminality, a reformation, it 
seems to us, is quite beyond the power of any organi- 
zation not properly sustained by the courts, and uniting 
every department of criminal jurisprudence in the proper 
disposition of the parties implicated. The hurried and 
inconsiderate despatch of cases brought before the 
courts, especially the lower courts, makes the dispen- 
sation of justice almost farcical. Nothing could be 
found to engage the attention of the Legislature, with 
more profit to the public welfare, than a thorough and 
complete examination of this matter of the administra- 
tion of police justice, and an entire change in the con- 
duct of affairs. 

The Legislature in 1864 passed two bills intended to 
remedy some of the evils here referred to, one of 
which, however, was not approved by the Governor. 
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The attention of the present Legislature is respectfully 
directed to this bill, the provisions of which, we think, 
were wise, and calculated to be of great benefit to the 
interests of reform. 

We desire to call the attention of the Legislature to 
the repeated communications made to the late Got- 
ernoF of the State, in reference to the vagrant laws, 
Commission of Emigration, confinement of long term 
prisoners, lunatic criminals, the private institutions of 
charity, protection of disabled soldiers, &c., &c. Seeing 
no reason for an abandonment of our views touching 
the points referred to, we feel it a duty to reiterate 
them. 

The Wardens, Superintendent, and other officials 
connected with the government of the institutions, 
have commended themselves foe their attention, econo- 
my and general supervision of tl^e affairs placed in 
their charge, as faithful and honest men. The depart- 
ment of 

THE ALMS HOUSE 

will present a favorable report by its Warden ; and we 
feel that this class of our dependents have had attention 
commensurate with the sufferings which sorrow, mis- 
fortune and old age have put upon them. The infant 
children have been placed under matrons, in the ap- 

• • • 
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propriate part of the Institution, among the middle 
aged and trustworthy, and have enjoyed all the care 
and kindness that can be desired, though often brought 
into the Institution with but just the last flicker of life 
remaining in them. By the statistics herewith pub- 
lished, it will be perceived that some few are permitted 
to enjoy the comforts of health, and promise to be re- 
corded among the strong and vigorous, though parent- 
less children of the city. 

THE WORK HOUSE 

also gives a good report, and under a contract for the 
female labor, has been made to produce $17,502. 
We have no recollection of a period since the existence 
of that Institution, when so much labor has been be- 
stowed with so much advantage to the Institution and 
to the city. The mal^ portion, however, like the popu- 
lation of all institutions of a similar character, is of 
a much feebler description than usual: this fact is 
attributable, doubtless, to the demands of the war, high 
bounties, and the increased opportunity for procuring 
employment. The Report of the Superintendent will 
show the details of the government, with such sug- 
g^tions as have met with his approval. 

THE PENITENTIARY. 

The report of this Institution will exhibit a great 



and continued reduction in the number of inmates 
compared with years previous to the war, undoubtedly 
growing out of the inducements for enlistment, and an 
exchange of the confinement of the prison for the pro- 
fession of arms, in accordance with arrangements made 
with the courts and their tributaries. 

Much is said and written, and much is done by active 

philanthropists and sympathisers with the human race, 

to fix upon some practicable mode of punishment for 

crime, in order to bring about a reformation among 

every class of criminals. We are of opinion that there 

is good reason for the well wishers of the human race 

to continue their research, and weigh well the various 

modes of applying the necessary correction to those 

who have broken the law. We cannot but regard the 

system of penitentiary confinement, and what is termed 

punishment, as falling far short of the wisest and best 

mode of treating this unfortunate condition of man. 

As at present constituted, these penitentiaries cannot 

be looked upon otherwise than as schools of vice, as 

aiders and abettors in the perpetuation of crime, and 

an encouragement to the very vices, and their attendant 

consequences, which they are expected to prevent ; and, 

until sufficient interest shall grow up among those who 

prescribe the rules which are to govern* this class of 

« 
people, we cannot see that we are promised anything 



in the way of improvement of the criminal classes, or 
of lessening their numbers. 

There is the usual satisfaction expressed with the 
management of the affairs of this Institution by the 
Warden and its officers. 

We continue to regard 

THE LUNATIC ASYLUM 

as one of those necessary Institutions which call for 
a wise, kind and generous attention from those who are 
called upon to govern them. The Asylum in our 
charge being the most extensive one on this continent, 
and occupied almost entirely by insane, dependent, 
and helpless people, is entitled to the most careful and 
conscientious government of which we are capable. 
Our numbers vary but slightly from those of the past 
* year. The condition of the inmates has been such as 
to commend the Institution for cleanliness, order, good 
treatment, and abundant provision, embracing three 
large and well-arranged buildings, and affording ample 
opportunity to classify and regulate the inmates in 
accordance with the demands of propriety and hu- 
manity. 

And here we feel it our duty, as historians as well 
as Conmiissioners, to refer with gratitude to our late 
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most excellent physician, Dr. M. H. Eanney, and to 
a large number of other officers, male and female phy- 
^ sicians, and inmates, who have been called away from 
us under the visitation of that awfiil pestilence, which 
has taken from almost all our institutions valuable 
officers, as well as large numbers of the poor, unfortu- 
nate, and demented inmates. In our judgment, if 
those who have had control of other Institutions, from 
which we have been compelled to receive certain^classes 

m 

of patients, had been more attentive to the comfort, 
cleanliness, and humane treatment of their inmates, 
we cannot but believe that our department would have 
fallen far short in the muster roll of victims through 
this pestiferous influence. 

We have every reason to congratulate ourselves upon 
the provision made in these three distinct buildings, 
for the proper reception and care of patients. We 
trust that under our new head, we may be permitted 
to see a continuation of those guarantees of protection, 
kindness, and care, which have given character to the 
oflicers of the Institution heretofore, and \5rhich will 
render this noble asylum a blessing of which our citi- 
zens may well feel proud. 

We come, now, in the course of our recapitulation to 
a reference to our 
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SMALL POX HOSPITAL, ' 

Which, during the past year, has been filled to over- 
flowing, under circumstances hardly to have been an- 
ticipated. First, we have had forced upon us the en- 
tire number of this class of patients who should have 
been protected and cared for by the Commissioners 
of Emigration. Secondly, we have been called upon 
to shelter, care for, and medically treat patients from 
the army and navy — an extra call upon our resources, 
which we did not anticipate, leaving us with a some- 
what crowded institution, and throwing upon us the. 
entire number of those patients. We are glad to say, 
however, that we have given to those who have suf- 
fered under this loathsome malady the best service we 
could render, and the best provision made ajnywhere 
in this country for this disease. 



THE ISLAND AND FEVER HOSPITALS, 

near by, have continued to perform all the service re- 
quired of them, among the legitimate claimants of our 
city's poor ; in addition to which we have been able to 
serve many of our sick and wounded soldiers, and have 
done all that was required of us to lessen the pain and 

r 

soften the pillow of those who come within their con- 
trol and treatment We would most earnestly repeat 
the opinions and recommendations expressed in our 



la&t Annual Report in reference to a large number of 
persons who occupy these Institutions. Although the 
victims of their own folly and imprudence, yet they are 
entitled to all the consideration which poor, unfortu- 
nate and erring creatures can lay claim to. Something 
should be done to arouse within the philanthropic 
hearts of this great city a spirit of kindness and 
benevolence towards those who know the right and yet 
the wrong pursue. 

The portion of our charge which brings home to us 
the very groundwork of charity is to be found at 

THB children's HOME, 

on Randall's Island. This institution interests every- 
body. There are none who have a thought of charity, 
of kindness, or of correction, whose hearts do not beat 
in unison with those who, with earnestness and integ- 
rity of purpose, seek to begin, in the early hours of 
youth, to shape the mind, direct the action, and bring 
up the innocent claimant of charity in principles of 
honesty, propriety and usefulness. This Home, situated 
as it is on an island near by the city, is the receptacle 
of all the fatherless, motherless, neglected and forgotten 
children of the city. Here they are placed under the 
rules, regulations and care of the Commissioners of 
Charity, with every provision that can be made for a 



mass of children anywhere. They are guarded, by day 
and by night, by faithful, kind and excellent matrons 
and officers. They are permitted to know, through the 
zealous and kind actions of those who visit them almost 
daily, the diflFerence between virtue and vice, honesty 
and dishonesty, and are taught to remember their Crea- 
tor in the days of their youth. They are well and 
cleanly clothed and cared for, taught to read and write, 
and prepared, as far as time and opportunity will per- 
mit, to embrace the earliest advantages of home-educa- 
tion and advancement. They are severed from their 
parents or guardians only as a necessity, and, by virtue 
of the reputation of the Institution which they date 
from, are held in special regard by the good people of 
almost every State where they have subsequently found 
homes. It has been our design to encourage every pro- 
per object and means to elevate and comfort these 
youthful dependants, and we feel that it is one of 
those provisions of our city in which every citizen may 
feel an interest, and every official connected with it a 
pride and consolation, when properly, discreetly and 
honestly administered. 

BBLLEVUE HOSPITAL. • 

The most important objects connected with the ad- 
ministt'ation of the affairs of this Department, are those 
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which relate to those who are suffering from the ills 
which life is heir to, in our hospitals. Reviewing the 
history of Bellevue Hospital, as well as the Hospital on 
Blackwell's Island, we are reminded of the extraordi- 
nary change which has been wrought in the adminis- 
tration of these two institutions. Bellevue Hospital, 
on the advent of this commission, presented an object 
of painful contemplation. The history of the period 
anterior to tlie administration of this Board is within 
the recollection of all observing citizens. Statements, 
well fortified, were made, alleging the existence of ver- 
min, and other evidences of neglect, which disclosed a 
record revolting to those in the least interested in the 
welfare of the sick and the suflfering. In contrast 
with the condition of things in this Hospital at that 
period, we are now able to present to the people of 
the city of New York a well administered Institution 
in all its departments, its officers co-operating harmo- 
niously together in the discharge of their varied duties, 
guarded in its expenditure, and pre-eminent in its char- 
acter for cleanliness and good government. The War- 
den, especially, has been diligent and faithful in per- 
forming his official functions. 

OUR MEDICAL DEPARTMENT, 

which is almost entirely based upon the connection we 

iv 
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have with the Medical Board of Bellevue Hospital^ 
has a just claim to our acknowledgements for its 
attention to the sick, and for its general adminis- 
tration of the affairs of our Hospitals, in the medical 
and surgical departments. The number requiring 
attention from this department daily, hourly, and 
momentarily, necessarily calls largely upon the time 
and talents of the Board of Physicians of that Col- 
lege, as well as those who are co-operating with them, 
under their instructions in different hospitals. I^ 
has been our endeavor, under all circumstances, to 
unite with them in every proposed advancement of the 
science of medicine, and to do our share towards secu- 
ring important results, through a just and liberal policy, 
in the connection of that Department with the general 
administration and government of the Institutions. We 
hoped thus to secure, beyond peradventure, the best 
possible- attention, the surest, safest and wisest appli- 
cation of experience, education and attention of those 
for whom we are bound to act as guardians, in the ab- 
sence of means and ability to provide for themselves. 
We know how difficult it is to fix satisfactorily all the 
varied points of difference which exist in the minds of 
educated as well as ignorant men in the advancement 
of this science of reliet to the human mind and body ; 
and we, therefore, readily assent to any slight difference 
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which may exist in the minds of men as to the wisdom 
of every movement in medical and surgical science. 
But we believe, and have acted upon t£e belief, that 
the most certain way of securing the benefits of expe- 
rience and education for the suflFering poor is, to make 
the best talent of our city responsible for the health and 
the lives of those whom we are bound to protect. We 
shall always look with deep interest upon every ad- 
vancement and the general well-being of the medical 
men united with us, or those who may come after us, 
in the protection of the poor and dependent of our city. 

We have no reason to feel other than satisfied with 
the general administration of affairs of lesser interest 
compared with those to which we have just adverted. 

OUT-DOOR MEDICAL AND SURGICAL RELIEF. 

From time to time, during the last few years, the Com- 
missioners have had under consideration the proposition, 
in connection with the Bellevue Hospital Medical 
Board, of the establishment, at that' point, in the con- 
templated new building, of specialties in connec- 
tion with an Out-Door Medical and Surgical Depart- 
menty for the relief of the poor ; and they have con- 
cluded that they will make a trial sufficient for testing 
the usefulness and propriety of such a bureau. If, 
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as is supposed and held by tnany, the establishment 
of such a department will, to a considerable extent, re- 
lieve the hospitals of large numbers of cases of chronic 
disease, and can at the same time be so restricted and 
governed as to prevent the abuse of outside citizens ob- 
taining medicines and treatment, undeservedly, without 
charge, then there can be no question as to its useful- 
ness ; otherwise it is the duty of whoever may have con- 
trol of that Institution to abandon an object which is 
based on liberality and philanthropy alone, and which 
would be diverted from its true character of usefulness 
by an unjust and unworthy appropriation of its uses 
for the benefit of those who have no claims upon it. 

THE BAKERY, THE CFTY CEMETERY, THE AUXILIARY PRISONS, 

and all the various objects of lesser importance, yet 
united in the government of these Institutions, make 
satisfactory reports, and promise to advance in mea- 
sures of economy and usefulness. 

THE CITY PRISON, 

which connects all the other prisons of the city, has 
our united approbation in its administration ; and, con- 
sidering the mode of treatment by our courts of the 
mass of inmates thrown under the jurisdiction of the 
Warden of that Institution, we may congratulate our- 
selves, that with the Matron, Mrs. Foster, and Mrs. 
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French and others, as helpers, we have assurances of 
continued good of government, which is creditable to 
those who are immediately connected with it, as well as 
to those of us who are responsible for it. 

We should do injustice to ourselves if we did not unite 
in informing our fellow-citizens of the very copious 
streams of unobtrusive philanthrophy which are flowing 
from various quarters into the dark regions of vice, as 
well as amid the pains and sorrows of those who make 
up the better class of our indigent population. Religi- 
ous teachings, coming from the sincere and benevolent 
ministers of the Gospel of all the various forms of faith, 
aided by those who labor incessantly with a hope of 
doing good ; and not less to be regarded are the ef- 
forts of the Sisters of Charity and of Mercy, who 
year by year, day by day, and night by night unite 
with them in the beneficent ministration of kindness 
— all these consolations have been provided for our 
unfortunates by these feeling hearts and liberal hands. 
Few of those who are unacquainted with the Institu- 
tions of this city, know with what zeal, fidelity, sin- 
cerity, anxiety and determination, these representa- 
tives of good perform their duties. They are often- 
times made to know and to feel that they are under 
the control of the God of us all ; and, through Him, are 
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enabled to realize the comfort and happiness which all 
men must realize who are satisfied that they have ren- 
dered service to a poor, unfortunate fellow-being. 

SALARIES. 

It has not been, so far as our observation extends, 
always just to augment the expenditures of the Depart- 
ment, by advancing the pay of the employees of the 
Commission. We have felt it our duty to hold back, 
as far as propriety would permit, from advancing the 

pay of our oflBcers. We have, however, not been un- 
mindful of the proper and just claims, under the cir- 
cumstances, of a general advance in the prices of most 
of the necessaries of life. We have, therefore, felt it 
our duty to add a percentage to the pay of our em- 
ployees, which we have most cheerfully granted, in the 
belief that, actuated by the same spirit which in- 
duced us to increase the emoluments of office under 
stress of these circumstances, there will be a readiness 
on the part of those who have been the recipients 
thereof, to meet a reversed state of things with compo- 
sure, and willingly return, if it shall be deemed neces- 
sary to do so, to the original sums fixed at the com- 
mencement of this Commission. 

SUPPLIES. 

The expenditure of so large an amount of money for 
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the actual supply of this Department, involves not only 
a responsibility on the part of the Commissioner^ in 
the protection of the inmates and the poor generally 
throughout their control, as to the character, the quali- 
ty and the quantity of the necessaries of life, but also 
as to the mode of obtaining them. Heretofore, under 
a system of contracting for the chief articles of con- 
sumption, such as meat, milk, clothing, &c., they have, 
under a rigid inspection, been able to guard, to a great 
extent, the quality of the supplies contracted for. 

Such, however, has been the condition of the markets 
for those chief articles of consumption, that it has been 
found quite unjust, in their opinion, to hold to the strict 
letter of the contract those who come forward in 
good faith with a desire to serve the Institutions with 
fidelity and justice. They have, therefore, deemed it 
their duty to add to the prices of the supplies under the 
meat and milk contracts a percentage which was 
deemed liberal and just, though it could not, perhaps, 
be legally claimed. We hope such cases hereafter may 
be few, and that contractors, who have been met with 
liberality on the part of the Commission, may not con- 
sider that they have acquired vested rights under the 
precedents established in conformity to the necessities 
of the hour. 
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OUT-DOOR POOR. 

One of the most important, as well as one of the most 
difficult branches of the government of these Institu- 
tions, is the organization and operation of the Depart- 
ment of Out-Door Poor. Having had the benefit of an 
experienced and faithful head in the person of Mr. 
George Kellogg, the Superintendent of Out-Door Poor, 
the Commission has left largely in his hands the re- 
sponse to the demands of those in needy circumstances, 
or in a condition of health requiring immediate atten- 
tion and relief. Improvements have been made from 
year to year, yet much remains to be accomplished to 
prevent imposition and fraud, as well as to properly 
regard the more delicate demands of necessity. The 
high prices of provisions, clothing, and great increase 
of Small Pox and Typhoid Fever, have considerably in- 
creased the expenditures of this Department. Fuel, 
also, has reached a cost which makes it still more 
necessary to require close economy in consumption by 
the recipients of the city's bounty. 

In several of the previous reports of this Department 
we have called the attention of our fellow-citizens to the 
great and growing evil of multiplying private charita- 
ble institutions. During the last year the opinions 
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heretofore expressed have been vindicated by the expo- 
sure of one case of the most cruel nature that can blacken 
the records of pretended charity ; and we sincerely hope 
that this example, which bears so favorably upon our 
heretofore earnestly expressed opinions, will make its 
appropriate impression. 

In no previous period in the history of this city, or 
the Department has there been anything like so large a 
number as during the last year, of those who have been 
cared for andbrought through this Department into the 
Institutions set apart for Small Pox and Ship Fever. 
The vehicles and laborers made use of in the collection 
of this class of our charge have been in continuous and 
active operation. 

The provisions contemplated for the temporary rest 
of patients on the way to the Small Pox and Fever Hos- 
pitals in the new building, at Bellevue Hospital, will 
more liberally harmonize with the great extent of pro- 
vision required by the great and growing city of this 
continent. 

Our transportation of patients and inmates to and 
from the Institutions has been continuous, a steamer 
plying between the points, and making from four to 
six trips 'per diem^ for the accommodation of the con- 
tinuous and increasiAg requirements of the Depart- 



ment. Our present steamer, having faithfully served 
us, is now nearly worn out, and a change involving 
some expenditure will be presented under the new 
organization of the Board of Commissioners. 

Ward's Island, having been set apart for the estab- 
lishment of the new Inebriate Asylum, will require 
such preparation of its grounds as will give ample ac- 
commodation for that Institution, while it reserves all 
the space necessary for the burial of the dead for many 
years to come. The land not occupied for this pur- 
pose will be devoted, as heretofore, in the most profit- 
able manner possible, for the production of vegetables 
for the use of the Institutions generally. 

The restrictions which have been placed upon the 
landing places by the Commissioners of Emigration 
have not so much affected our convenience as was an- 
ticipated. The new arrangements made by the Com- 
missioners of Emigration, and the new location selected 
for the burial of their dead, will probably induce the 
Commissioners of Charity to unite with them in using 
that immediate portion of the territory belonging to 
this Department for the same purpose. 

The suits still pending between the Department and 
the Commissioners of Emigration can result in no 



other than the same verdict which has been before 
alluded to. 

We feel that it ie proper for us, before closing this 
report, to^place in honorable mention the names of the 
following persons who, having faithfully served the 
best iaterests of the Department, have fall en victima 
to the contagion which thetr labors required them to 
encounter, bearing teatiniony to their fidelity, their 
fearlesanesB, and to a general conduct which is not only 
creditable to humanity, but deserves a monumental ■ 
record.

Board of Commissioners : 

Dear Sir — The Annual Eeport of the Warden of 
Alms House Department, comprising such tables as are 
of general interest, is most respectfally submitted. 

In so fiEir as the freedom from epidemical diseases is 
concerned, and from which the surrounding Depart- 
ments have not been exempt, we have just cause for 
congratulation ; yet the usual amount of sickness preva- 
lent in such Institutions as this, where the lame, the 
blind, the diseased, the aged and paralyzed seek refuge, 
we have been subjected to, but considering all the 
disadvantages under which we have labored, we can 
claim as fair an average of health as any similar 
Institution in the country. 

The only real cause of regret in this particular 
matter is, the mortality among the foundling and other 
infants entrusted to our care. 

This may seem to the casual observer large, but it is

nevertheless a matter of no surprise if their true con- 
dition, when received, is considered. Deserted by their 
natural protectors, left in areas, doorways, and other 
out of the way places, often exposed to inclement wea- 
ther, they finally reach this Department so far reduced 
as to be beyond the expectation of recovery in a ma- 
jority of cases* Is it then a matter of wonder that the 
mortality list should be large ? We have, however, the 
consolation that, so far as our duty calls, every care 
and attention has been rendered. 

The number of inmates received during the past year 
has been considerably over those of the previous year, 
and 99 more remain here at the close of this year than 
at the close of '68. The increase is mostly among the 
females. 

The most important improvement in the way of con- 
venience for performing the labors of the Institution 
has been made at the Wash House, where a complete 
change has taken place in the internal arrangements, 
giving greater facilities for washing purposes than ever 
before existed ; and next to having our work done by 
machines, our Wash House may be considered perfect. 
We feel more than pleased with this portion of the 
years* labors, when we take into consideration the small 
expense attending it, not estimating our own labor. 
By the sales of old lead, copper and brass, taken out as 



useless, we more than paid the whole expense, and 
returned a balance to your office. 

The stone dock in front of the Warden's residence is 
among the work commenced in former years and com- 
pleted in this. This makes perfect the terrace on west 
channel of river, and adds greatly to the general ap- 
pearance of the place. 

There is one important piece of mason work that I 
desire to call your attention to. I have reference to 
the doorways and walls in the place where the old 
Towers stood. This, besides presenting a very un- 
sightly appearance, is a great inconvenience, preventing 
us from keeping that portion of the buildings in as 
clean and tidy a manner as is desirable. I am in 
hopes, under your direction, to have this matter at- 
tended to during the coming summer. 

The expenses of this Department have somewhat 
advanced over those of 1863, but not beyond what 
might be expected ; every article of consumption re- 
quired has greatly increased in price during the year. 
As great care has been exercised in the use of all 
articles as formerly, and will continue to be in 
future, and as we cannot hope as yet to be self-sup- 
porting, we have, nevertheless, done as much towards 
lessening the general expense as lay in our power* 



The Broom Factory has turned out a large number of 
Brooms (over 3,500), which has cost the Department 
but a trifling sum. The Broom Corn used was all 
raised on this and Ward's Island, which, together with 
the shop, has proved very profitable. 

The Weaving Department has contributed largely 
during the year in blanketing and cloth. 

The Store Department, which continues to be under 
my supervision, has been conducted in its usual careful 
manner, and its accounts are also submitted. 

The Steamboat dock connected with this Depart- 
ment is out of repair, and will require complete over- 
hauling. The crib or frame upon which a portion of it 
is built, has become so rotten as to be liable to give 
way under any heavy weight that may be placed 
upon it. 

A suitable house for passengers waiting for steam- 
boat is very much required, and could be built at a 
trifling cost, which I trust will so far meet your 
approval as to order it to be erected. 

The Ice House has been repaired to make it fit for 
use. Nearly every part of it will have to be renewed 
before many years, as it is rotten from being constantly 
water-soaked. 



To the officers of this Department, from whom I 
have received able assistance in the performance of my 
duties, I take this opportunity to return my thanks, and 
to recommend them to your notice. 

To yourself and the members of the Board I also 
acknowledge many obligations.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE WARDEN. 



To the Hon. the Board of Commissioners of Public Chari- 
ties and Correction : 

Gentlemen — I respecttiiUy present the following 
Annual Report of this Institution, for the year ending 
December Slst, 1864 : 

The number of patients remaining in Hospital January Ist, 1864, 
as per census corrected 679 

The number of admissions for the year (including 416 births) 
were 6,912 

The total number of patients treated during the year 7,491 

The number discharged, cured and relieved for the year were . 5,997 
The number of deaths for the year were ^iS 6,843 

The number of patients remaining in Hospital under treatment 
on December Slst, 1864 648 



The above number of deaths include 174, resulting 
from injuries and accidents, all of them coroners' cases. 
Indeed there have been received into the Institution 
during the past year 788 cases of injuries, brought 
in by the friends of the parties or by the police, the 
result of personal violence or accident — almost as many 
as during the year 1868, when we had the July riots, 



and a large nnmber were also received into otner hospi- 
tals in the city. This shows a great increase of lawless 
crime in the city, requiring active measures to arrest 
it on the part of the authorities. 

I give the following as an interesting analysis of the 
cases treated here and the deaths, during the year 1864 :

This statement shows that a large proportion of the 
deaths resulted from Phthisis and those similar cases 
of disease generally considered incurable. The births 
for the year it will be seen amount to the large num- 
ber of 416. 

As in my previous report, I annex a statenfent show- 
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ing the nnmbel* of monthly admissions of patients, and 
the births, discharges and deaths for each month during 
the year with the nativities of the several persons 
admitted. 

I also annex the names and amount of the annual 
salaries paid to the employees, and a Schedule showing 
the cost of the improvements made by your Board for 
carpenters' and mason work, painting and repairs, 
plumbing, steam fittings, &c., with the cost of the ma- 
terials famished for such work, and also a list of the 
articles made by the patients for use in the Wards, and 
for their own summer and winter wear. 

I annex a table showing separately the average cost 
of each inmate of the Institution for the year 1864, 
per month and per day, for provisions, clothing and 
bedding, salaries, liquors and medicines, coal and i^is- 
cellaneous articles. 

The greatest care and economy has been necessary in 
the use of all those articles, in consequence of their 
greatly enhanced prices, particularly the sheeting and 
all cotton goods, which had, in a great measure, to 
be renewed this year, the old having become fairly 
worn out. 

The ^adual but largely increased cost of every 
article purchased for this Institution has been felt du- 



ring the past year, but from the following table of prices, 
taken from our books for the year ending January Ist, 
1861, and the prices paid this last year by your Board, 
you will see, that although the expenses of the Institu- 
tion have unavoidably increased, yet by strict economy 
and care, such increased expenditure has not been 
at all in proportion to advance in prices.

ouyil tiie articles enumerated, which comprise nearly 
all the heavy articles of expenditure for this Depart- 
ment. 

Many of the largest items, such as coal, sheeting and 
bandage muslin, butter, tea, coffee and sugar, &c., 
costing a good deal over 100 to 200 per cent advance 
on the prices of January, 1861. 

The daily average cost of each inmate in this Institu- 
tion in 1860, was 25 cents 7^^ mills, and the daily 
average cost of each inmate in 1864, is 33 cbnts and 7 
mills. So that, while the average cost of all articles 
purchased for the Department during the past year is 
90 per cent over that of 1860 and '61, yet the average 
cost of each inmate for this year has only increased 81 
per cent 

This result as I have above stated, has only been ob- 
tained by great care and economy in the management 
of this Department by your Board, and by increased 
watchfolness on the part of those in charge here to 
prevent as far as possible waste or loss in the use of 
the property of the Institution. It is gratifying to 
know that the expenses of the Department have been 
thus kept down in this time of high prices, without 
depriving the poor patients of any article necessary for 
their health and comfot Indeed, at no period has your 



Department been more liberal in supplying to the very 
Bick the extra and nourishing diet, such as farina, oat- 
meal, eggs, oysters, wines, &c., ordered and deemed 
necessary for them by the physician and durgeon in 
attendance. 

Each year's experience has shown where waste can 
be avoided, and saving made with advantage to the De- 
partment, and, in this connection, I would call the at- 
tention of your Board to the cash receipts from this 
Institution for the past year. 

On first taking charge here, I found that little or no 
income for the Department was derived from bones, 
swill, &c., that a very small sum indeed comprised the 
monthly cash returned to your Department indepen- 
dent of students' tickets, payment for which is now 
abolished.

a large amount of it has been received from persons, 
who, on a strict examination, were found more properly 
to belong or be a charge to other states or counties, or 
to the Commissioners of Emigration, and who paid 
board here in preference to a transfer to any other 
Institution. I consider, also, your Department does a 
great act of charity in accepting board from the few 
who are desirous and able to pay it. There are many 
deserving persons with small means, not paupers, who, 
in consequence, are not strictly entitled to the benefit 
of this great city charity, but who have not the ability 
to employ and pay skilful physicians and surgeons 
outside. To allow such persons to come in here when 
the Wards are not full, and have the benefit of your able 
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Medical and Surgical Board, by paying sufficient to 
cover the expense to which they put your Depart- 
menty is, in many instances, in my opinion, even a 
greater charity than the reception of many of those 
who seek admission to this Institution as a right. 

At the date of my last annual Report there was in 
this Institution a large number of cases of Typhus 
Fever, which was then as now prevailing to a large ex- 
tent in the city. From January 1st, 1864, to May 15th, 
1864, we received into this Institution and treated 
the large number of 474 new cases of Typhus Fever. 

The numbers were so largely on the increase that 
your Board had erected on the Hospital grounds a large 
and well ventilated one story wooden building, for the 
treatment of fever, separate and isolated from the 
other parts of the institution ; but, as the mild weather 
set in, you were enabled, under the advice and direc- 
tion of the Medical Board, to have tents erected on 
Blackwell's Island for the open air treatment of this 
fiEttal disease ; and, in the month of May last, all cases of 
Typhus Fever in this Institution were removed to the 
tents on the Island, and all new cases have been since 
sent there without passing through this Hospital. The 
result of the change has been most satisfactory. 

On the Island the disease was not only treated in the 
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open air tents, bat also without stimulants, and the 
average number of deaths were most surprisingly 
diminished, which fact I presume will be ftiUy set forth 
in the Report of the Medical Board. 

No fairer test of the benefit of the treatment of 
Typhus Fever, as much as possible, in the open air, 
could have been had than there was in the present case. 
The disease was treated in this Institution in Fever 
Wards that could not, as stated by the Physician in at- 
tendance,, have been better ventilated in any Hospital 
building of brick or stone in the world ; and yet the 
moment the patients are taken from those well-venti- 
lated Wards and placed in open air tents, and treated 
without stimulants, the per centage of deaths is im- 
mediately largely reduced. 

When the fever first showed itself to any extent in 
this city, the poor, suffering from it, were necessarily re- 
ceived and^treated here by your Board. The season 
being winter, would not permit the erection of tents 
on the Island, and I have no doubt but that the prompt 
reception of those patients arrested and prevented the 
more fatal spread of the disease in the city, particularly 
as this was the only Institution into which they were 
admitted. 

The citizens were benefited, and the only persons 



who ran any risk of taking the disease were the Physi- 
cians, Officers,^ and !N'urses in attendance on the poor 
patients. 

In my last Report it was my painful duty to record 
the deaths from fever of valuable members of our 
House Staff of Physicians and Surgeons, and, at that 
time, Drs. Rowe and Wyckoff were then lying danger- 
ously ill of the disease. 

Dr. Devlin, another member of our House Staff, also 
took the disease while in charge of one of our Fever 
Wards. Dr. Wyckoff, I am happy to state, has re- 
covered, and is now an active member of our Staff ; but 
Dra. Bowe^and Devlin, I much regret to say, both died 
of the disease. 

They were both young men that promised to do 
honor to and stand high in their profession. Their 
early death was deeply felt and regretted by all who 
knew them. I have also, I regret to say, to record this 
year the death, by Typhus Fever, of John Eing, Engi- 
neer of this Department; he contracted the disease 
while in the faithful discharge of his duty. He left a 
wife and young child to mourn their sad bereavement. 
He had grown up with and been identified with this 
Institution from his childhood, and his untimely and 
melancholy death was deeply regretted by all. 
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1^0 preB^irve in health and add to the comfort of the 
Resident House Staff of Physicians and Surgeons, your 
Board has, during the past year, enlarged the rooms ap- 
propriated to their use, and hot and cold water has 
been introduced into each of them. This improvement, 
and the enlargement of their rooms, was deemed neces- 
sary for their proper ventilation. 

The material used was the principal cost of the im- 
provement, as the work was done in a great measure by 
pauper labor. 

Since the transfer to the Island of Typhus Fever, the 
new one story building put up this year has been found 
admirably adapted to the treatment of surgical cases 
out of the Wards, when Gangrene or Erysipelas was 
feared, and particularly has it been found well adapted 
to the successAil treatment of cases of amputation. 

The system of ventilation adopted for this Hospital 
Pavilion is as nearly perfect as it can be. In addi- 
tion to the usual means of ventilation, at your sugges- 
tion a double roof has been put on, with the air passing 
from outside between the two roo& ; this.- keeps the in- 
ner roof cool in summer, and shields it from the 
effects of the sun. 

The carpenter work on this building has been done 
principally by the labor of the pauper inmates. 



^his year your Board has had the 26th street dock 
added to the grounds of this Institution, for the use of 
the steamer and freight of your department The 
dock has been enclosed and repaired, and suitable 
buildings have been erected on it for the accommoda- 
tion of passengers waiting for the steamer, and for a 
freight house ; and also a building, for the safe keeping 
of prisoners waiting to be transferred to the Peni- 
tentiary and Work House, has been put up. 

A number of improvements and repairs have been 
made since my former Report. ^^Tew arrangements for 
giving a more steady supply of hot water in all the 
Wards, has been introduced by Mr. Conway, our new 
Engineer. A still for the distillation of valuable ex- 
tracts has been added to the Decoction Shop of the 
Drug Department. 

Flagging and floors, whenever needed, have been re- 
laid. The main halls of the centre building of the 
Hospital have been laid with marble tiles, at a moderate 
expense ; the tiles having been dressed on the Island. 

All the beds throughout the Institution have been 
renewed. The ceilings of the several Wards, the 
halls, entries and closets, have been kept whitewashed 
and thoroughly cleansed, so as to keep the sanitary 
condition of the Wards in as good a state as possible. 
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A sufficient number of coffins, for uee in this Institu- 
tion, and for the Out-Door Poor Department, have been 
made during the past year by our pauper inmates. As 
formerly, a large amount of work has been done in the 
Engineer Department, in keeping all our steam pipes, 
steam . cq^ls, hot and cold water and gas pipes, in 
thorough order and repair. A large amount of car- 
penters' work, painting and mason work, has also been 
done by our pauper mechanics. 

As will be seen by the Schedule annexed, a iKrge 
number of articles for patients' use have been made by 
the inmates during the year ; and also a large amount 
of work has been done in the necessary repairs to the 
clothing and bedding of the patiehts. 

A growing and most important feature of this Insti- 
tution is the increased attendance of medical students of 
the different colleges, to see the Hospital practice and 
attend clinical instruction. The rapid increase of the 
attendance of students is, in a great measure, owing, in 
my opinion, to the establishment of the Belleyue Hospi- 
tal Medical College; and it is destined, at no distant 
day, to make the city of New York the great centre of 
medical instruction for the United States, and to exer- 
cise an important influence on the medical profession 
in the country. 
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•During the whole year 1862, about 270 students 
registered their names as attending clinical instruction 
here ; in 1863, 306 students so registered their names 
up to October Ist of that year ; from October Ist, 1868, 
to October Ist, 1864, the number of 425 Students 
registered their names ; and since October Ist^ 1864, of 
this season, up to the Ist instant, just three months, the 
large number of 550 students have already registered 
their names, and are now daily attending clinical in- 
struction here. 

I annex a Schedule showing the different colleges 
whose students have registered their names as attend- 
ing daily at this Institution, with the number fcom each 
college. 

I must beg leave again to call the attention of your 
Board to the dilapidated state of the sidewalks around 
the Institution, and the s,treet leading to it. ,^ 

No Institution or public building in the city is more 
visited by distinguished strangers from other States and 
from other countries, and also by hundreds and thou- 
sands of the sick poor of the city and their friends, and 
yet the building is left by the public authorities without 
a flagged sidewalk round it, and the street leading to 
it is out of repair and in a dangerous condition. 

With this Eeport I send the accounts of Mr, Frey, 
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OUT efficient Apothecary, showing the amount of medi- 
cines and liquors purchased for his Department during 
the past year, with the amount distributed and charge- 
able to the different Institutions ; also an account of tiie 
amount and value of the stock on hand. 

The expenditure for medicines for this Hospital does 
not vary much from that of 1863, and the amount of 
stock remaining on hand is very nearly the same in 
value, at present priceSy as there was on hand at the date 
of last Report. 

The expenditure for liquors, as will be seen by Mr. 
Frey's Report, is very much larger than for the year 
1863, for which he accounts by the large consumption 
while we had fever in the Hospital in the early part of 
the year,, and also by reason of the greatly enhanced 
prices of liquors. 

I desire to return thanks, on behalf of the poor 
patients, for the faithful and kind manner their spiritual 
wants have been attended to by the Reverend Fathers 
Orsinego and Quinn, and the Sisters of Mercy of the 
Catholic Church, and the Rev. Mr. Phelps of the Epis- 
copal^Church, and the Rev. Mr. Roliffion and Mr. 8. 
M. Oistrander, and others. 

It affords me pleasure also to bear testimony to the 
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faithful manner the House Staff of Physicians and Sur- 
geons have attended the sick poor placed under their 
care. 

The duties of Mr. Frey, Apothecary, and Mr. Con- 
way, the newly appointed Engineer, have, I am happy 
to say, been performed in a very faithinl and satisfactory 
manner. 

The Clerk and the Matron, with their assistants, the 
head of our Nightwatch Department, and the other em- 
ployees, have also very satisfactorily performed their 
several duties. 

I cannot conclude without returning my sincere 
thanks to your Board for your prompt attention to 
every suggestion for the welfare of the patients, and 
the management of the Institution, which has made the 
discharge of my duties pleasant and agreeable.

From the statistics above collated it appears that the 
annual mortality in Bellevue Hospital is 8.5 per cent, 
of the entire number treated. If the 173 coroners*

cases are subtracted from the total number of deaths, 
the ratio of mortality is 6.3 per cent. If, jfrom the total 
mortality, we also subtract those cases of death from in- 
curable diseases, as Phthisis, Bright's Disease, &c., the 
ratio of mortality falls to 3 per cent. 

The rate of mortality at the Island Hospital is 7.9 per 

cent, of the total number treated. This being a Hospi- 

al for chronic cases, where many incurable diseases 
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t 

necessarily find their way, the death rate of last year is 
small. 

The report of the Small Pox Hospital shows a large 
increase of the number of admissions for the past year, 
the excess over 1863 being 510. The rate of mortality, 
however, is comparatively small. 

The determination of your Board to isolate fever 
from the General Hospitals under your charge, was 

made in the early part of the year, and was carried into 
eflfect about the middle of May. The patients were re- 
moved from Bellevue and placed in tents on the lawn to the 
south of the Island Hospital, and, during the remainder 
of the year, all fever cases applying for admission were 
sent directly from the wharf at Bellevue to the tents. 

The wisdom of the movement to isolate typhus by 
removing it from the General Hospitals and quarantining 
i,t^n a separate building, has been abundantly verified 
in that his^tory of the Department during the past two 
years. In our last Annual Report we had to deplore 
the loss of no less than eight members of the Resident 
Medical^Staff of Bellevue Hospital from typhus, and to 
record the fact that a large number of nurses and 
patients, suffering from otjier diseases, had contracted 
this fever in that Institution ; but during the year just 
closed we can report a marked and most favorable 
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change. Thougli cases of typhus have occasionally 
occurred in Bellevue, either having been admitted 
before the disease was sufficiently developed to render 
the diagnosis certain, or among the inmates, there has 
been no prevalence of the fever. All cases have been 
immediately removed upon being recognized, thus 
preventing effectually the spread of that pestilence. 

The same remark is true of the Island Hospital, the 
Alms House, Work House, and Lunatic Asylum. In 
all these Institutions cases of fever have occurred, but 
they were immediately removed, and there has been 
but little spreading of the disease among the inmates. 

The rate of mortality from fever has also been re- 
duced from 1 in 10, in former years, to 1 in 16. 

The popularity of these Hospitals as a field for clinical 
instruction is annually increasing. During the winter 
months medical students from all the different schools 
of the city, and representing nearly every State in the 
Union, throng the Wards. The position which these 
great charities have attained as centres of sound practi- 
cal medical instruction will ever hereafter rebound to 
the honor of the city, and the credit of your Board, 
which has so generously opened their doors to the pro- 
fession, and so zealously facilitated all efforts to advance 
the cause of medical education. 
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The Medical Board would again respectfully recom- 
mend to the attention of the Commissioners the con- 
dition of the pavement and flagging of Twenty-sixth 
street. Patients suflering severe injuries are subjected 
to unnecessary pain (of which they make loud com- 
plaints) while approaching the Hospital along Twenty- 
sixth street tor several blocks. The flagging along the 
Hospital wall in Twenty-sixth street should be re- 
laid of the full width of the walk ; it is almost im- 
passable much of the winter. The city authorities 
would doubtless lay a smooth Belgian pavement and 
relay the flagging, if requested. 

The Museum and Library have been enlarged, and 
at no distant day will prove attractive features of the 
Hospital. ■ 

The Resident Medical Staff of both Hospitals have 
performed their duties to the satisfaction of the Medical 
Board. The individual members composing these 
staffs are chosen, after rigid examination, from the 
graduating classes of the different medical schools of 
the city and county. The faithful and intelligent 
manner in which they perform their duties in the 
Hospitals, and the high rank which they subsequently 
take in the profession, proves the care with- which they 
are selected. As a body, the Resident Medical Officers 
deserve the commendation of your Board. 
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The Medical Board takes great pleasure in ac- 
knowledging the uniform courtesy and assistance of the 
Warden of Bellevue, John E. White, Esq. He has 
ever manifested the most praiseworthy zeal in aiding 
this Board in the government of that Institution, and in 
giving effectiveness to all our rules. 

The Apothecary, Mr. Frey, has proved a faithfiil 
guardian of the medical supplies of the several Hospi- 
tals. In these times of extraordinarily high prices for 
all articles of this class, such watchfulness and economy 
as is practised in his Department cannot be too highly 
appreciated.

are designed. The First District Prison buildings, roofe 
&c., are in good order, except the roof and gutter of the 
office of the female prison — ^the roof is too flat, and 
should be raised and the gutter replaced by a new one.

To the HonoraUe the Board of 

Commissioners of Public Charities and Correction : 

Gentlemen — I respectfully submit the following 
Annual lieport of this Institution for the year ending 
December 31st, 1864 : 

The past year has been fraught with events of the 
most melancholy character. 

It is our lamentable duty to record the death, by 
Typhus fever, on the 7th of December, of our most 
excellent and worthy Resident Physician, Moses H. 
lianhey, M. D. He had filled the ofl3.ce of Resident 
Physician in this Asylum for the last eighteen years. 
He deservedly stood at the head of the profession in the 
Department of which he made a specialty. As an 
officer in a Public Institution of this character we can 
only say he had no superior. 

All who came in contact with him, whether officially 

or otherwise, felt at once that they had found a friend, 

11 






and one in whom they could place the moat implicit con- 
tidence. In his death the Institation has sustained u 
loHs whioh it will be almost impossible to fill. 

We have also been called, during the past year, to 
mourn the death of two menibers of the House Staff — 
Dr. A. E. Xelrton, died of valvular disease of the heart 
on the li'Jil of March, and Dr. A. T. Marvin died on 
the iOth of October of Typhus fever. They were both 
young men of talent, intelligent and skilfiil as physi- 
cians, and ambitious to distinguish themselves in the 
profession which they had just entered. 

During the year the health of the inmates of the In- 
stitution has been generally good ; no epidemic or con- 
tagious disease has prevailed. There have been, how- 
ever, a small, number of sporadic cases of Typhus 
Fever, but by using all the means within our reach 
to keep the difl:erent buildings properly ventilated, 
cleansed, and, with the free use of disinfectants, it has 
l)een prevented from spreading among the inmates. 
We have been materially aided during the past two 
months, in our endeavors at arresting the spread of the 
disease, by at once ti'ausferring those patients who were 
taking the disease to the Fever Hospital, where the 
ventilation is much better than in the Asylum build- 
ings.

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Of those discharged, 160 recovered, 64 were improved, 
and 43 unimproved. The proportion of recoveries on 
admissions were as 44 to 100 ; 67 of these took place 
within 3 months, and 37 within 6 months. 

The system pursued during the past two years of 
carefully determining the residence of each patient, has 
continued to diminish our numbers, and protect the 
city from the imposition of supporting the pauper in- 
sane who reside in other sections of the country. In a 
number of instances, where it was ascertained that the 
patients were not legal residents of tlic city, they were 
immediately returned to their proper homes. Tlie pro- 
portion of deaths has been less than that of the previous 
year, being 9| per cent, of the whole number under 
treatment. 

The proportion during the year 1863 being 10-J per 
cent. Among the causes of death. Consumption pre- 
sents the largest number (32), being nearly ore third 
of the whole number. 

There were 7 deaths from Typhus fever. 26 patients 
who had Typhus Fever were temporarily transferred to 
the Fever Hospital for treatment, 6 of whom died. 

There have been three attempts at suicide during the 
year. One, a female, attempted to drown herself by 
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jumping into the river ; and two males by cutting their 
throats. In one case the operation ot Tracheatemy was 
successfully ]>orformed, thereby saving the man's life. 



In the tables annexed to this report are given the 
usual statistics. 



Daring the year many repairs and improvements 
were made ; the most extensive of which were the 
extension of the sea-wall, on the west side of the Island, 
in connection with which a new boat IfCndins^ was 
built. The dock on the east side of the Island, oppo- 
site the main building, has also undergone extensive 
repairs, the work being done by men from the Peni- 
tentiary. 

The removal of rock and grading west of the Cook 
House has been continued throughout the past year, 
the work being done by men from the Penitentiary 
and Work House. When this work is completed, it 
will add very much to the beauty and appearance of 
the grounds. Already a much more sightly aspect is 
presented to the view, where formerly only a huge 
ledge of rocks were to be seen. 

The filling in of the marsh land has been continued by 
the patients from the Lodge, under the immediate direc- 
tion of Richard Reed, one of the attendants, for which 
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he deserves a great deal of credit and commendation, 
To give you an idea of the amount of labor performed, 
I would state, that the soil being very scarce on the 
Island, a trench was cut to the depth of five feet. The 
trench was then filled with stones which we^e collected 
on the Island ; the soil was then thrown on top of the 
stones, thus in reality, raising the surface five feet 
higher than it was originally. In this manner one acre 
of what was nearly valueless salt marsh was converted 
into the best tillable land on the Island, one half of 
which was completed in season to raise a fine crop of 
cabbage. 

The expenses of this Department has been greater 
during the past year than heretofore, on account of 
the higher prices of the necessaries of life. 

The most rigid economy has been practised in every 
department of the Institution, notwithstanding which 
the sum expended is $4,499 14 more than last year.

The amusements for the patients during the past year 
have been similar to those of former years, except during 
the month of December, when they were omitted on 
account of the illness and death of Doctor Ranney. 

It affords me a great deal of pleasure to state, that 
the friends of the Institution have continued to con- 
tribute many presents of books, newspapers, green- 
house plants, shrubbery, etc., for which I am confident, 
if they could hear the many expressions of thanks and 
gratitude of the inmates, they would be doubly repaid 
for their beneficence. There is no class of persons in 
a community who appreciate kindness more than the 
helpless insane. A large number of the inmates of 
this Institution, being entirely Mendless, are dependent 
upon an ever generous public; for tokens which con- 
stantly reminds them that they are not forgotten. On 
their behalf we would ask a continuance of such 
favors in future years.

To the Commissioners of Public Charities and Correction : 

GEifTLEMBN — ^I herewith most respectfully present 
my fifth Annual Report, accompanied by tabular state- 
ments, showing the age, condition, nativity, education, 
and facts relating to the convicts under my charge, and 
the daily cost of each. 

The changes that have been made under your ad- 
ministration have been many and salutary, too numerous 
to mention in detail — ^all unnecessary expenses carefully 
avoided. A large saving has been made in the reduc- 
tion of the number of oflS.cers, without in the least im- 
pairing the good government of the Institution. 

The health of the prisoners generally for the past 
year has been very good. The number of convicts are 
small compared with former years. On December 31, 
1863,. there were two hundred and seventy-eight (278); 
in 1853 there were eight hundred and seventh-three 
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(873), and at the close of 1864 there were three hundred 
and twenty (320), a large number having entered the 
army. 

The labor of the Institution has been variously 
employed. Masons as well as carpenters, painters, 
smiths and plumbers, in making repairs in Island and 
Small Pox Hospitals — ^the water closets, bath tubs, 
heating and cooking apparatus, continually out of order. 
Gangs of men have been employed in grading the 
grounds contiguous to the Hospital, building sea-wall 
«t south end of the Island on the east side. 

Gangs of men have been detailed to perform service' 
at Bellevue Hospital in excavating for new Medical 
College, discharging coal, and also for Alms House, 
Work House, Lunatic Asylum, and Penitentiary and 
Island Hospital, also discharging and storing flour at 
the Bake House, building sea-wall at the north end of 
the Island, and quarrying foundation and building 
stone for Medical College. 

There I has been employed a large number of male 
and female convicts on the Segar contract. Average 
number of days, 1628. Amount received for labor, 
^,480 91 during the year. 

Men have been employed in Carpenters' shop making 
and repairing wheelbarrows, carts, hods, pails, and all 
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jobbing incidental to the Institution. They have also 
been employed in Smiths' shop making and repairing 
oil cans, molasses cans, stove pipe, coal hods, shoeing 
horses for Alms House, Weak House, Lunatic Asylum 
and Penitentiary, and steamboat repairing, and all 
description of jobbing. 

The ice crop gathered by the labor of convicts was 
abundant to supply the Island, and Small Pox, and 
Bellevue Hospitals, and Penitentiary department, far 
into the month of October. 

A large number of sick and wounded soldiers were 
received in the Hospital in the month of July.

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ISLAND HOSPITAL. 

During part of the year a large number of Typhoid 
Fever cases were sent to the Island, and it became 
absolutely necessary that t]^y should be kept isolated as 
much as possible. The Commissioners were, therefore, 
compelled, in order to carry out the suggestions and 
recommendations of the Medical Board, to erect tents 
at a very great expenditure of money — nearly three 
thousand dollars ($3,000), for tents and heating ap- 
paratus. Extra physicians and nurses have been and 
are now employed. There having been received during 
the time the tents have been erected (May 18, 1864,) 
as follows :

There is now erecting, and nearly completed, a fine 
wooden one story building, one hundred by twenty-one 
feet, for the reception, when completed, of those suffer- 
ing from Fever or Small Pox, which must of necessity 
add very materially to the yearly expenditure of the 
Commissioners. 

SMALL POX HOSPITAL. 

I would also call your attention that the Small Pox 
has raged beyond all former years. There are now one 
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hundred and six patients in it under treatment, filling 
it to its utmost capacity, and the time is not far distant 
when you will be called upon to enlarge the present 
building, or put up alx auxiliary building contiguous to 
the present one. 

The washing machines about being placed in Island 
Hospital you will find to be a great saving, and far 
superior to the present mode of washing. 

I would respectfully ask you to modify the manner 
of visiting the Penitentiary and Island Hospital, being 
satisfied that there is a great deal of evil concocted 
between patients and visitors, and to be more circum- 
spect in giving papers. Will you please give this your 
early attention. 

The Penitentiary buildings are in good condition, 
vdth the exception of the roof of the Prison, which 
vdll require a good o(verhauling the coming spring and 
summer. 

In conclusion, the undersigned has the gratification 
to state that the Institutions under his charge are in 
good order ; the prisoners and patients well fed and 
clothed,. and he invites inspection; and would further 
say, that the oflicers of the Penitentiary, as well as those 
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01^ the Island and Small Pox Hospitals, have performed 
their several dnties with promptness and alacrity.

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The majority of the males received during the year 
have been old, broken down, demented, &c. I have 
employed them at such labor as their physical abilities 
would allow, and of this quota for the year I have had 
engaged a portion grading, &c., the Lunatic Asylum 
Grounds, and another excavating foundations, &c., for 
the Medical College, at Bellevue. 

Our Shoe Shop has been employed as always, in 
making new work for ourselves, Bellevue Hospital, 
Lunatic Asylum, Island Hospital, &c., as well as re- 
pairing for the above, including RandalFs Island. 

The Tailors have been employed in manufactur- 
ing and repairing clothing for ourselves, Randall's 
Island^ &c. 

The Blacksmiths have been doing the general re- 
pairs for this Department, Lunatic Asylum, Steamboat, 
&c., &c., as well as sharpening and repairing tools for 
Penitentiary Gang, who were quarrying on the Lunatic 
Asylum Grounds. 



The Tin Shop has turned out all the new work re- 
quired for our own use and Store, as well as doing the 
jobbing and repairing of the various Institutions, 
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The Carpenters have been principally employed in 
making coflBins, &c., for the use of the Out-Door Poor 
and the Institutions under your care, making and re- 
pairing Peels for Bake House, and doing the necessary 
repairs, &c., for my own building. 

"What few Masons I have had during the year, have 
been employed in pointing up around the building, and 
making the necessary repairs. 

CROTON WATER. ^ 

The pipe leading from 70th street to the Island, in 
the vicinity of the Alms House, was taken up, on ac- 
count of chafes, &c., in the month of September ; after 
making the necessary repairs, it was relaid, and is now 
in good working condition. 

The one leading from 79th street to the Island, about 
midway between the Work House and Lunatic Asy- 
lum, has been in use for nearly three years, and was 
broken on the 21st December, by one of the Sound 
Steamers anchoring over it during a fog ; upon raising 
their anchor they parted the pipe ; notification of which 
I forwarded you, receiving in reply your orders to re- 
pair the same as soon as possible, which I am now 
doing. 
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I am in hopes, shortly, to have both pipes in good 
working order, thus furnishing us with all the water 
I can expect from the capacity of the same, which are 
only 2J in. each, or 4J in. together. 

In my opinion, this is not adequate to supply the 
wants or requirements of the Institutions, taking into 
consideration the number of inmates on the Island, the 
various cook and wash houses, bath rooms, steam boil- 
ers, &c. ; to which fact I would particularly draw your 
attention. 

I herewith hand you a list of the steam boilers in 
the several departments.

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By reference to the annexed tables it may be seen 
that of the deaths, forty-seven were of children received 
from the city and quarantine, twelve were from the 
Infant Nursery, five were from the large boys' Depart- 
ment, one was from the small boys' Department. From 
Mrs. Ley's Department there was no death. 

It will also appear that forty-two, or sixty-five per 
cent, were under four years of age. Of the eleven who 
were over twelve years, eight«iMi were idiots. 

It' is worthy of remark, that of all the deaths, one- 
half were of children who had been on the Island less 
than five days, and that fifty-eight, or eighty-nine per 
cent., less than one month prior to admission to the 
Hospital. 

In May last a case of Small Pox, received from the 
city, was sent to Blackwell's Island. No disease was 
contracted from the exposure. 

In December a boy was brought from the city with 
Small Pox ; he was transferred to Blackwell's Island. 
Resulting from this exposure six cases occurred, the 
last of which was on the 22d of December. 

The plan of vaccinating all unprotected children on 
their arrival has been continued now for many years. 
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and the result, considering the constant exposure of the 
children to contagion, is highly satisfactory. The very 
few cases of Varioloid that have occurred since this 
practice has been followed, have been of a mild 
character. 

My assistants, Doctors Leonard and Cory, have 
rendered me valuable aid by their faithful and efficient 
discharge of the duties of their office.

I would also lay before your Hon. Board the follow- 
ing statement of work done during the past year : 

From the 1st of January to the 1st of March the 
farm hands were employed in digging a new pit in the 
Cemetery, using the surplus dirt and stone to repair 
the roads. 
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'In March and the first part of April they were em- 
ployed in the collection of material and making of 
manure, and in carting it out to the fields, and plough- 
ing, preparatory to planting potatoes, which was com- 
menced on the l2th of April and finished on the 14th 
of May, when we commenced carting out manure, 
. ploughing for and planting corn, (Indian and Broom), 
turnips, cabbage, &c. 

Throughout the month of June the sub-soil plough 
and cultivator were used thoroughly in the potato 
field, and the women constantly employed in pulling 
weeds. 

In July and September all hands were engaged in 
cultivating com, turnips, cabbage, 4;c., harvested the 
rye, upland and salt hay ; and in October and Novem- 
ber digging and pitting potatoes and turnips, and 
threshing beans ; in December building a fence through 
Green Lane, threshing rye, and ploughing in all 
available weather. 

I would most respectfully suggest that the ensuing 

year a part of the lands be laid down in grass, com- 
mencing with that part first put under cultivation, as 
tilling the same soil and the same crops succeeding 
each year will eventually exhaust the soil. By laying 
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it down in grass in rotation we would obtain grajn and 
hay sufficient to keep the teams working the Farm, re- 
claim the soil, and each succeeding year have a new- 
piece of sod ground to break up requiring Uttle manu- 
ring. 

The line fence separating the grounds of the Com- 
missioners of Emigration and those of your Honorable 
Board are in a dilapidated condition, and will need to 
be rebuilt before next season, for planting. 

The dock built by your direction on the west side of 
the Island this year has been a vast improvement, 
rendering us every facility for the transfer of inmates, 
and the receipt and shipment of stores and produce. 

In addition to the foregoing, 1,946 bodies have been 
interred at the City Cemetery.

To the Commissioners of Public Charities and Correction^ of 
the City of New York : 

Gentlemen — With the conclusion of another year it 
becomes the duty of the officers and managers of the 
Colored Home to present a Report of their work 
during that period, and of the present condition of the 
Home. The year, now closed, has been one of univer- 
sal solicitude on the part of those especially interested 
in the welfare of this Institution. Early in the pre- 
ceding year the rage of a lawless mob threatened the 
safety of the Home and the lives of its inmates ; but 
that Eye "which neither slumbers nor sleeps" was 
upon us, and delivered us from our peril, and to Him 
whose everlasting arms have been round about us we 
would render our humble and grateful acknowledg- 
ment. Another cause for deep concern soon became 
apparent in the increased expenses of the Institution. 
By the enormous advance in the prices of all articles of 
domestic use, it has been utterly impossible, notwith- 
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staading the strictest economy, to bring our expendi- 
ture within that of previous years ; arid, as we present 
our Treasurer's Report, to which we would refer as a 
correct statement of the financial condition of the 
Society, we are compelled to show a balance against us 
for the first time since the formation of the Institution, 
more than twenty years ago. The Society is sustained 

partly by funds received from the city authorities, and 
partly by private subscriptions and donations. The 

* ladies have found themselves compelled to appeal to 

the Commissioners of Charity for increased assistance 

to enable them to carry forward their work. The 

much-needed aid has been cordially extended to them, 

and will, in a great measure, dispel the embarrassments 

under which they have recently labored. A thousand 

dollars, received from the estate of Mr. John Rose, was 

also most acceptable and timely. The ladies desire to 

take this opportunity also to express their warmest thanks 

to Mr. Ezra R. Goodridge for the interest he has mani- 

icsted, and the exertions he has made in behalf of their 

Institution. They are indebted to him, and a few 

■ther gentlemen of this city, for the generous donation 

r six hundred dollars. 

The Hospitals have been unusually full ; a large 
fuber of the sick have come to us from the army, 
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broken down by attacks of DyBentorj und Camp Fever, 
hence a greater than usual proportion of deaths among 
the males. 

The general deportment of our inmates has been 
good — only two have been dismissed for insubordination.

COLORED OEPHAN ASYLUM 



Jamuiry 1, 1865. 

The present year opened for this Institution under 
circumstances of peculiar discouragement. The chil- 
dren, deprived by the malice of a mob of the hom.6 
which for twenty years had sheltered them, had found 
a temporary residence at Carmansville. Clothing, bed- 
ding and fiirniture were to be procured, which, with 
• the advanced prices of all such articles, and a treasury 
exhau Ad by previous demands, created an emergency 
it has required all our efforts to meet. 

But thanks to Him who has declared himself pecu- 
liarly the orphan's friend, the necessities of the moment 
have been supplied ; friends, whose sympathies were 
largely elicited, have contributed kindly, and we are 
now relieved from this temporary embarrassment. 

We would grateftiUy acknowledge the liberal dona- 
tion of $20,000 from Mr. Chauncey Rose, which, re- 
ceived at this time of great pecuniary difficulty, was 
especially acceptable. 

Our claim upon the city for property destroyed by 
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tli© mob in July, 1863, amounting to $73,000, has been 
recently paid, and will be reserved towards a building 
fund. 

We have erected upon our lots on Fifth avenue a 
good and sufficient building as an office and depot of 
material for the Institution, and have taken the pre- 
liminary steps towards the erection of an Asylum upon 
the same ground, plans for which have been requested 
from one of the leading architects of the city. 

The desire manifested by neighboring property- 
holders that the Association should remove from this 
locality, led the Managers to ask of the ^CoAmon 
Council the privilege of disposing of such of the lots 
as are held under perpetual grant from the Corporation, 
to the best advantage— the proceeds to be applied to 
land and buildings on another part of the island. 
This liberty having been refused, compels the Board of 
Managers to look towards an early rebuilding on the 
property so long quietly held and occupied by them. 

By the Physician's report it may be observed, that 
during the early fall there was considerable sickness, 
although no prevailing disease. This was owing par- 
tially to the exposure to which the children were neces- 
sarily subjected after their removal to Carmansville, 

21 
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and before arrangements could be completed for theb" 
suitable protection. With most of these children the 
street had been their only play-ground, and the in- 
creased liberty which this place afforded rendered the 
task of restraining them so arduous that many un- 
doubtedly suffered fr(5m the cold and dampness. 

r 

These little ones are collected from all parts of Hie 
cily, some of them from its lowest haunts, reaching us 
in a state of the most deplorable destitution. They are 
clothed, fed and instructed, and retained in the Institu- 
tion tmtil twelve years of age, when they are placed 
in the country, generally with farmers, these being 
alwa;^ required to bring testimonials of their worth, 
and a note firom a ihinister stating that they are mem- 
bers of sotne religibud denomination. A large ma- 
jority of the children thus placed out acquit themselves 
creditably, serving the term of 'their indenture to the 
satisfaction of their employers. 

The Teacher's report shows the advancement of 
many of the children. Few leave without having made 
fair progress in the rudiments of a plain English edu- 
cation, while some manifest an abilily which would 
warrant higher cultivation. A few of the larger girls 
are retained in the mending department, whei*e they 
render considerable assistance, and a portion of each 



16S 

week is devoted to inatruction in sewing in the higher 
schools. 

While due attention is paid to the mental and physi- 
cal irapovement of those under our care, the Managers 
are not unmindful of their moral and religious interests. 
The Bible is read to them daily, and its precepts care- 
fully instilled, while a . Sabbath School is regularly 
maintained, onder the superintendence of kind friends 
from the neighborhood, who have volunteered their 
assistance in this good work. A library of over two 
hundred volumes is also at the service of the children, 
the books having been contributed by interested ladies. 

Dr. James McCune Smith, who for twenty-two years 
has faithfully served this Institution, has been obliged, 
on account of ill health, to discontinue his professional 
duties. His place is supplied by Dr. Wm. Frothing- 
ham, a resident of the neighborhood, who gives entire 
satisfaction. Dr. Smith now holds the position of con- 
sulting physician. 

The thanks of the Managers are due to our colored 
friends for the avails of a Fair designed for our benefit, 
which, deducting expenses, amountad to $2,220 17. 

In reviewing the past year of this Institution, we 
must acknowledge it one of peculiar vicissitude ; its 



.\ 
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trials and its blessings have abounded. But we can 
recognize no cause of discouragement. Its course 
throughout has been steadily progressive ; the educa- 
tion of the children, physically, morally, and mentally 
has never been more carefiiUy guarded ; and even in 
its darkest hours the door has never been closed against 
any who claimed and deserved its support, to which 
our crowded apartments attest. 

It is true that with diminished means we have beeix 
obliged to curtail expenses; several domestics have 
been discharged, and four teachers are performing the 
duties of six. But adversity has stimulated exertion* 
and many, who in prosperity were indifferent, have 
been induced to extend to us a generous support. We 
would solicit of our patrons a continuance of their 
liberality, believing that this charity never had a 
stronger claim upon their sympathy than at present.

To the Board of Managers of the Colored Orphan Asylum : 

The undersigned offers the following report of the 
Medical Department of the Asylum for the year ending 
November 30th, 1864. His connection with the Asylum 
dates from January 15th, 1864. During the six weeks 
previous to that date, seven deaths had occurred, of 
which three were males, four females. Since then 
the bill of mortality has been as below :

As regards the causes of disease, an epidemic of 
hooping congh is responsible for much of the lung 
affections. A slight malarious influence gave rise to 
the intermittent and remittent fevers. Diarrhoea and 
dysentery arose in a measure from the green apples 
abounding on the premises. 

It will be observed that six of the deaths occurring 
nder the supervision of the writer were from scrof- 
ulous ' disease*. Of the same character were thirty 
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cases of eye disease, the eruptions, the necrosis, some 
of the abscesses, and a very defective condition of the 
teeth of many of the children. 

Scrofulous diseases cannot be well treated by medi- 
cine alone — good diet entering largely into the pre- 
scriptions of a judicious physician. 

The crowded condition of the building has not yet 
produced the bad effects that might be apprehended, 
and yet no doubt it exerts an influence in depressing- 
the vital powers of tlic inmates.

The accounts received of the children sent to the 
Western States, as to their disposition, general health, 
and advantages derived by their location in that section 
of the country, continue to be favorable, and I respect- 
fully renew the suggestion that a suitable person be 
detailed for a personal examination, and to have the 
indentures executed by the parties in whose charge 
they are placed. 

The prevalence in the City, to a considerable extent, of 
Small-pox and Typhoid fever, has greatly increased the 
duties of this Department in the removal of the patients 
to their proper location. Every effort has been made 
for their prompt conveyance ; no delay having taken 
place or complaint been made that the performance of 
these duties have not been attended to satisfactorily, 
and with the dispatch at all times that the nature of 
the diseases required ; and I have to express my satis- 
faction for the efficient aid that has been afforded me by 
the employees of this Department. 
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I return my thank8 to the Commissioners for their 

liberal support in enabling me to carry out the various 

duties appertaining to this branch of their government, 

and trust that the duties have been performed to their 

satisfaction.
